A few days after all the -
publicane in the town rally to the Republisan
tavern, where Swomp's supporters hand each
arrivil & ticket containing his own name st
the top ; and Orange Zee's nmue st the bot-
tom; and the old man's supporters bhand sash
prrival a list with his name at the top, on re-
ceiving whieh the voters plunge into au inger
room reeking with buwanity, smoke, aud
profapity, where all the respective candidates
and their supporters are stroguliog
round & table, at which are
the scrutivceers; and, after a day of
confusion and  excitewent, Bwomp’s
supporters annonnce trinmphantly that thay
have cerried their tioket, snd Orange Zau
retnrng to onr longing sarms, coverad with
dust and glory and swelling of whisksy., B
this is only a preliminary stage, The Damo
crats go throngh the same form a few dayva
afterwurds, and then both political parties
baving thus decided on their ticksts, try
issues with each other.

He having a ae-
vellous faoulty for diving into the private
affairs of his fellow-townsmen, went to somas
who bad large amonnts owine to theu, and
}.rumieed, if they wonld vote for him, o eol-
ect their debts in his capacity of e nstable,

and cha rge them pothing for it; aud be went |

to others who he kuew were
whelmed with debts, and pro
mised that if they would vote for
him he would always give theiu warniog be-
fore he came to distrain, so us to enable

I did not
Wxow of a single instanoce of greater honest
in trade after the rovival than before it. It
never onoe seomed to coour to two men of
oontrite spirit to say to each other, ‘‘Come
now, we bave persistently thought everything
worth whatever we could get for it, irrespeo-
tive of its intriosie value, snd have considered
false representation in regard to articles we
bad for sale a merely venial offense; leot
us, now that we; have religion,
never try to get more for anythiag than it is
honestly worth.” If even Splarge canuot
venture to resommend people when tney are
usked for their conta Lo give their oloaks alao,
without extinguishing himself and his popu-
larity #8 an im r of the Christian religion
forever, let him at loast snggest that when a
man asks for yonr coat, you should not tarn
npon bim snd strip bim naked as an evidence
of Obristian “‘smarivess.” O my dear Splargs,
I am sorry to have to tell you that my ex-
perience znn been that the wooner men get
over the effects of your labors on their
consciences, the more 1 like to deal with
them; avd I wonld also venture to suggest
that it is very diffienlt to give to others what
yon have not got yourself,

Orange Zee did not get religion, but he got
a good deal of useful inforwation, by the
dexterous management of which he hopes to
incregse his social aud political influsuce,
and thns rise to higher spheres of usefulonesa,

I do not mean to divalge whaal these are —
in fact I am abt this moment interrapted by
n piece of intelligence for whioch a time
